Awesome new Beemer! 


Meet the drop-top M4, with 4 seats, two turbos and 426 horses! 


• BMW likes making new 
badges. There aren’t many 
people who understand 
why the Munich-based 
manufacturer of “the 
ultimate driving machine” 
feels it necessary to only 
stick M3 plaques on the 
four-door saloon. The M4 
moniker is reserved for the 
two-door coupe body and 
now also the cabriolet. 

You just can’t buy an M3 
cabriolet anymore. Sorry. 

• Both M3 and M4 cars will 
share engines and chassis, 
as well as many interior 
cabin bits and pieces. The 
outgoing M3 droptop - 
which stopped production 
late last year - bore a 
naturally aspirated (non 
turbo or supercharged) V8 
4.0-litre but, like the coupe 
M4, this cabrio version 
reverts back to BMW’s 
classic straight-six motor. 


• Despite dropping two 
cylinders and a litre of cc, the 
M4 ramps power by llbhp 
and mib-ft compared to the 
V8 thanks to twin turbos. 
Despite the turbo hardware 
and intercooler gubbins, the 
new engine is 10kg lighter. 
The cabrio comes with 
adaptive dampers, aluminium 
five-link rear suspension, 
carbonfibre propshaft and 

an electronically controlled 
M Division limited slip diff 
rear axle. 

• The M4 is also 56mm longer, 
65mm wider and a gnat’s 
pube off 4mm lower than the 
old M3 cab. The weight has 
dropped 60kg as long as you 
opt for the standard six-cog 
manual gearbox over the 
optional £2,645 seven-speed 
dual clutch. Saying that, the 
paddle-shifter shaves 0.2 
seconds off the 0-62 time to 
make it 4.4 secs. 


• Although it weighs 1,750kg 
compared to the coupe M4’s 
1480kg, this four-seat 
hairdryer maintains its 
stiffness whilst having a 
three-piece steel roof that 
deploys in 20 seconds flat up 
to llmph. Being an M car, the 
M4 cabrio wears a deeper 
front bumper incorporating 
gaping cool air intakes, wider 
arches, front splitter, 


aluminium bulging bonnet 
rear diffuser and 
trademark quad chrome 
tailpipes. There are also 
breather gills slashed into 
each front wing, which 
wear the M sport badge.

It’s OK. You get to travel 
around the world and see new 
places.
